ABANDONED TO 
‘UNDERWRITERS. 


SALVAGE IMPOSSIBLE. 


The woll-knawn river steamer 
Heungshan, which went aground 
in the Carton River nearly 4 
month ago, has been abandoned 
to underwriters, the’ Hong- 
kong and Whampoa Dock 
Company having declared that 
salvage isimpossible. Tnforma- 
tion to this effect.was obtained 
this morming by the Telegraph: 
from Me. John Arnold, Secretary 
of the Hongkong, Canton and 
Macao Steamboat, Company, 
which owned the vessel: 

- We understand that the steamer 
will be sold by auction very 
shortly, as she now lies. at 
Larkin’s Point (Kellett Reach.) in 
the Blenheim Passage of the 

“anton River. 

“Tt will be recalled that earlyon 
the moming of February 29th. 
whilst on ber usual run from 
Hongkong to Canton, the Heung- 
shan struck Junk Rock, being 
badly holed on the starboard side. 
The stoke-hold and engine rooms 
were flooded. and it was then 
decided to baach her. She was 
safely run aground, and later the 
passengers were taken off by the 
s.s. Kwongsai and conveyed to 
Canton. . 

In the meantime. the salvage 
staf! of the H.ngkong and 
Whampoa Dock Compagy have 
been at work on the stranded 
vessel, and there were hopes-that 
she would be floated by means of 
pontoons, but in has now been 
found impossible to salve the boat. 

The Heungshan has been on 
the Hongkong-Canton run for 
many years and was a most pop- 
ular ‘boat “with the travelling 
public. She was built in 1890 
by Messrs. Ramage and Fer- 
guson, of Leith. She is of LOlL 
gross tons, and her dimensions 
are:—Length. 290 feet: breadth, 
10 feet. 

The disappearance of this well- 
known ship from the Cantoa run 
will be much regretted.

The 
rear cubicle was occupied by 
Young Kau and his wife and the 
front cubicle by a woman named 
Hui Sai-mui. Thé couple in the 
reat cubicle were awakened from 
sleep by a cry from the front and 
itomediately afterwards two men, 
one carrying a revolver and the 
other a dagger. rushed into the 
room. The man with the revalver, 
identified as the prisoner, .seized 
the man while the other confined 


“7 “his attention ta tha woman. The 


usual questions were asked and 
“threats “made and eyentual- 
ly both were tied = up 
“with tapes and gagged ‘with 
old socks. It was shortly 
after midday. The woman in the 
‘front cubicle would tell them that 
the men entered her cubicle and

fp} 


Conan Doyle .on “Psychic 
Truth,” 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, st the 
Royalty Theatre, London, recent- 
Iygave an address on * Modern 
Psychic Knowledge,” with special 
Feférence to the play.“ Outward 
Bound" now running at the 
theatre. 

He said he was an admirer of 
the play, which deals with the 
voyage of a number of dead peat 
ple to the bourne from. which no 
traveller returned. In“ Outward 
Bound” these. people did. not 
know they were dead.| That 
was a perfectiy true repre- 
sentation. The psychic evidence 
which those interested in spiritu-| 
alism had been able to éollect 
showed that dead people did not 

jse at first that they were 
Another correct feature in 

the’ play was that these people, 
being dead, carried over to’ the 
other side their own presentment. 

There were several other points 
relating to the life after death 
which had been touched on with 
great truth, but he had one criti- 
cism to make. -Whenthe passen- 
gers in she boat in the play asked 
if there was a wireless apparatus 
on board the answershould have 
been not “No,” but “Yes,” but 
that there were no receivers on 
earth to hear them. 

-_Sir Arthur gave some striking 
intances to prove his contention 
that life exists after death. and 
quoted’ many well-known suppor- 
ters of what he termed the 
psychic truth.

CAUSE FOR UNEASINESS 
REMOVED. 


We have ‘recelved tha follow- 


‘ling letter for publication :— 


Sir.— The article dealing with 

the relative positions .of. Hong- 
kong and Shanghai as shipping 
ports is, no doubs, of mutch in- 
terest 3 those who watch the 
progress of the two centres. It 
should set at rest those who have 
been feeling uneasy by being told 
that Shanghai was ahead ' of 
Hongkong so far as shipping was 
concerned. 
_ Tf we recollect that 1922 was 
the sear of the big seamen's 
strike in Hongkong, we should 
not take that year’s statistics for 
comparative — purposes. The 
figures for 1923 are certainly the 
corréct ones to take, and ther 
speak for themselves. 

There is a slight inaccuraney 
in the article. It mentions that 
the Blue Funnel trans-Pacific 
liners call at Shanghai; but, in 
point of fact, thes do not make 
Shanghai a regular port of call. 
either eastbound or. westbound. 


_ ft is well known that, to a great 


‘extent, Hongkong owes her’ posi- 


tion as a great seaport to Nature's 
gift to her (and. indirectly. to 
China and the world as well) ofa 
magnificent harbour. We read 
of the Apostle Paul’s exhorting 
one of the early Christians not 
to neglect the gift that was in 
him. While the Government's
